On tho introduction of the Budget, the House of Commons WAS 
ore crowded than in recent years. Tense expectstion was 
indicated by the fact that the public galleries wero thronged. with 
‘representatives of trade and commerce anxious to learn theit fate, 
‘these including Sir Eric Geddes and Lord Incheape. 

Sir Robert Horné said the past financial year had beon a period 
of unexampledt trial, owing to the coal dispute.and the trade slump. 
The way these had been met was eloquently testified by the sound- 
peas of the country’s financial position. The revenue for the yaar 
was £1,124,000,000 being only £90,000,000 below the estimate. and the 
surplus £45,000,000 for tha redemption of the National Debi. The 
Income Tax yielded £398,000,000, A sumof £38,000,000 was applied 
during the year to debt reduction, and in the Budget the charge for 
interest and management had been reduced by £17,000,000, apart 
from the provision with rezatd to the American debt.’ Continuing, 
Sir Robart Horne said that since March 3st, 1919, the external deb: 
had been reduced by £2374,000,000 and the floating debt had also been 
largely reduced. He hoped the position would be further improved 

- during 1922.3. 

The estimated expenditure for the current finsncial year was 
£910,000,000, but he hoped further reductions woult be possible. 
This imsluded £333.000,000 for National Deb: services, including 

~ £25,000,000 interest on the American debt, The estimated revenue 
was £956,000,000. Thus there was a su rplus of £45,000,000, withous 

.,, Providing for the redemption of d=b:. The estimate did not include 
~ any German reparations. . 

: Sir Robert Horne announced small changes in the Income Tax 
Inw costing £1,700,0C0 and then, amid chaers and laughter, switched 
off to postal changes, namely, a reduction in telephone charges, ia 
postcards to « penny. in letters to 1la:h. and in printed papers to Led. 
This wonld cost £6,500,000 and leave a surplus of £3%,000.000 He 
said there wore signs of a revival tn trade. bu: the burden of taxation 
checked enterprise. The Govarnment would not ask the taxpayer 
this year to redeem any of thedeb:. After the superhuman. efforts 

- of the last two years the Governmont would be content to raise 
suffitient revenue to mect expenditure.

The Clash Begins- . 


Reports from the North state 
that Chang Tso-linand Wu Pui- 
foo bave really clashed this time. 
According to one account, the 
encounter was only between .ad- 
vance guards; other reports 
indicate fighting on considerable 
yecate “with a vigour unusual! 
in Chinese engagement.” In- 
cidentally the outbreak shows 
how unreliable are the War 
Lords’ manifestoes; only the other 
day Wu declared that he 
had no aggressive intentions. 
Perhaps the Yangtza Super- 
Tuchun's answer would be that 
Chang’s preparations and move- 
ment of troops to the South 
prevented him from holdiag bis 
hand any longer. The first 
attack resulted in Chang's men 
being driven back; xt other 
lpoints the Fengtien soldiers 
are credited with some success. 
Alresdy the rivals have 
emulated the West in the issue 
of buttetins, both sides claimiog 
theadvantage. The places where 
figbtiog bas occurred are rather 
unfamiliar, but as the boom of 
guns has been distinetly beard fo 
the Legation Quarter the conflict 
bas evidently been waged in the 
region of the capital, though not 
in the immediate vicinity. Coder 
the Boxer Protoco! » radiua of 
thirty miles is reserved, and the 
Diplomatic Corps isstated tohave 
no apprehensions, except perbaps 
in regard to foreigners at ont- 
Iying points. Wu appears to 
have succeeded in inducing Tsao 
Kwan to sbandon neutrality, so 
that his Mightiness of Manchuria 
has something to contend with if 
the clash resolves itself into s 
geceral engagement. . 


Original Jurisdiction. 

The first application under the 
Ordinaota empowering solicitors 
to act as barristers in certain 
cases within the original jurisdic- 
tion of the Supreme Court was 
made yesterday in’ connection 
with the big probate suit that is 
pending in reference to the estate 
efa Straits Chinese. Untoward 
events have deprived the plain- 
tiff of the services of both the 
barristers who have hitherto 
represented him, and, having 
regard tothe present scarcity of 
barristers, bis solicitor, Mr. Hall 
Brutton, asked leave to conduct 
the case himself. Leave was 
given, and tke experiment, not an 
entirely novel one in the Colony, 
will be of interest in itself, and 
also as affording some ides of 
how the proposed amalgamation of 
the two branches of the profession 
would work. His Excellency the 
Governor appointed a committee 
to investigate this question, but 
its activities were suspended on 
account of the Chief Justice's 
absence on leavé. The question 
is one that has exerciséd the minds 
of legal and commercial people 
here since early days. In refer- 
ance to the temporary Ordinance, 
it may be remarked that at Home 
solicitors acting as pleaders (in 
courts of inferior jurisdiction} 
can wear edvocates’ attire in the 
form. of acloak—a garment more 
suggestive of an usher's costume 
Ithan of a barrister’s gown. The 
mode is practicslly obsolete, bow- 
ever. .

Sequel to Recent. Smash. 


Tha case in whioh a driver of 
the Dragon - Motor Car Company 
was charged with reckless driv- 
ing and causing acollision which 
resulted’ in Injuries to a ricksha 
coolio and tho fare, Mfr. J. H. 
Gelling, of the Daily Press, was 
resumed before Mr. R. B. Lind- 
sell at'the Polise Court this 
morning. 

Inspectar Garrod, prosecuting. 
said that he had been unable to 
secure the patsanger in the car 
as s witness, but there was 
another witness forthcoming in 
the person of Mr. H. J: Timpartes, 
of the CAina Mai), who was. io 
another ricksha, travelling at a 
distance of 40 or 50 sards behind. 

Mr, Timperley said that on the 
39th. March at 2 a.m. he was in 
the lastofa string of three rick- 
shas proceeding along the road at 
Wanobai in « westerly direction. 
A motor car overtook and passed 
him ata fairly good speed; and 
the next thing he noticed was 
that it had pulled up with @ jerk 


fon the left-hand side of the road 


nearthe kerb. Hecould not say 
precisely how far the ricksha was 
away from him, when it passed 
his rickrha, but his impression 
was that there was plenty of 
space to spare. The car was 
somewhere about the middle of 
the road- Atthe time it pulled! 
up his impression was thet some- 
thing extraordinary had occurred. 
He imagined it might have been 
an accident. 

Mr A.A. Wilson, Mansger of 
the Dragon Motor Car Company, 
asked."with some sarcasm, if the 
object of the driver in passing the 
witnesa’s and then Mr. Franklin's 
ricksha safely, was not to run 

down Mr. Gelling’s ricksba. 

His Worship -pointed ont that 
the attention of the witness was 
drawn to the incident only when 
the impression came to 
him that something wunusual 
had bappaned by the screech- 
ing of the brakes and the sud- 
den pulling-up of the car. It was 
not likely that he would ‘be pay- 
ing much sttention to what 
might have deen bappering to the 
rickshas in front before the 
accident. 

In the witness-box the driver 
said that be sounded his born on 
seeing three or four rickshas 
proceeding ahead ofhim. They 
were not in a straight line. 
They were travelling some- 
where about the cantre of the 
roadway where his car also was. 
Seeing that he bad very little 
opportonity of passing them, he 
slowed down, and it was at this 
moment that the collision with 
the first of the rickshas took 

place. 

Questioned by his Worahip the 
witness said that he did no: go 
tight on the tram lines because 
the rickshas were in «a line and 
were in bis way. 

Why did you not keep to the 
middie of the road then?—At 
such short notice,I could bave 
no tims te go right to the middle 


of the road. 

Why did you not keep to the 
tram lines? 

The question had to be ex- 
plained, several times, by the 
interpreter before the informea- 
tion was received that st the 
start the driver kept to the middle 
of the road, but, zaeing that the 
rickshas. were in his way, he 
turned to the left. 

“What nonsense are you 
bringing out of his mouth 
now?” asked his Worship of the 
interpreter. 

The interpreter replied that he 
bed tried his very best to make 
clear.to the witnesa the question 
put by his Worship. All that the 
witness would state was what had 
already been interpreted. 

His Worship:—I suppose what 
it amounts to is that he expected 
the rickahas to get out of the way 
at the last minute. 

The detendant:—It was the 
ricksha driver that did not get out 
of the way.. I tried my best to 
avoid the accident. 

Inspector Garrod asked if bis 
Worship was satisfied with 
the position of . the car 
after the accident. If not, ia 
view of statements by the 
Police Sergeant who ,camoe into 
the cass, thet the ticksha was 
lying on tho tram track, be could 
produce further evidence on this 
point, Mr. Timperley would say

of about three-quarters of a 
million. Connected with this is 
a missionary body of abort 6,500, 
Protestant Christian’ work. is 
carried on in about 10,000 centres. 
Protestant Christians have held 
ananmiber of conferences. In 1890 
and 1907 there were big mission- 
ary conferences, attended ir each 
case by about 500 missionary 
delegates. It was not, however, 
until 1913 that aconference was 


held in wbich the Chinese Choreh {2 


participated directly. In 1913 
there was a National Christian 
Conference at which about one- 
third of the delegates wore 
Chinese. 

The National Christian Con- 
ferencewhich meats May 2nd-21lth 

in the Town Hall. Shanghai. ig 
* uniqua in the senso that it will 
directly represent the Christian 
Church in Chins. Half of the 
delegates (about 500) will be 
Chinese elected directly by their 
Tespective Churches. The other 
halt will be missionaries elected 
by their respective missions and 
organisations, of which there are 
adout 130 in all.” 

This Conference will of neces- 
sity have to co its work in two 
languages, oot only becausa of 
the presence of missionarie~ but 
becausa of the fact of different 
dialects in Chins. This Confer- 
ence will show the primacs of the 
Chinese Church in Christian work 
in China as over against the 
former primacy of the missionary 

ody. 

Many interesting questions 
will be discussed: Among these 
is that of making the Christian 
Church in China indigenous or 
thoroughly Chinese. This means, 
among other things, securing a 
Chinese leadership. As a matter 
of fact at present there are absut 
25,000 Chinese workers connetted 
with the Christian movement ico 
China who. with few  ex- 
ceptions are Christians,and about 
half of whom are engaged in edu- 
cational and other types of work 
ood halfin evangelistic work. 

Tn 1920 the number of Ordain- 
ed Chinese was a tittle larger 
than that of ordained mission- 
aries. One significant fact is 
noted in coroparing the Christian 
constituency with the life in gen- 
eral of China.

AMERICAN SHARE OF CHINA'S 
COASTAL TRAFFIC. 

The New York Maritime 
Register atates: The United 
States increased its percentage of 
the total Chinese shipping during 
1920, the arrivals and clearances 
of American vessels baing more 
than 2,000,000 tons greater than 
: in 1919. The United States has 

during the last tew years mado 

some endeavour to procure part 
of the coastwise trade, thas pro- 
viding feeders for the ftrans- 

Pacific vessels. This is a» most 

important step, and a better 

recommendation cannot be made 
than to repest that which appear- 
ed in the Chinese annual report 
for 1919, which said:—In order 
that America should secure a fair 
proportion of the total trade of 

China, itis extremely important 

that coasting aod river steamers 

should be uoder the American 
flag-to act as feeders to the trans- 

Pacific liners, and that the steam- 

ship compsaies should own their 

own terminal facilities, including 
lighters connecting transportation 
atterminals. Steamers that are 
employed in river’ trafic, as 
wall as in the coasting traffic, 
are astrocturally incapable of 
navigating the ocean to 

American ports. .Therefore, they 

sail under coosuter certificates 

of ownership, which do not re- 
quire American crews. In order 
to secure the best service from an 

American standpoint, bowever, it 
‘tis absolutely essentiel that the: 

vessels operating under consular 

certificates of ownership should 
be offisered by Americans. woe 
DISAPPROVAL OF U.S. 
> SUBSIDY PLAN. 

The long-heralded plan to build 
up the American merchant mar- 
ine to adequate proportions for 
carrying. tbe nation’s foreign 
commerce by means of direct or 
indirect subsidies was outlined 
recently by President Harding, 
before a joint session‘of the two 
Houses of Congress.

Previous to adoption. of the 
treaty proper. the Brandegee 
reservation, definitely depriving 
it of the character of an alliance, 
was passed by a vote df 90 to 2, 
Ratification of the pact, thus 
amended as far as Arnerica is 
concerned, ‘took place on the 
thirty-first successive rollcall. 

For the preceding four and one- 
half hours the opposition bad 
conducted: a rathless though 
futile attempt to stifle the traaty 
with reservations. 

The Lodge-Underwood forces 
repelled each fresh wave of 
attack bya substantial majority. 
At no time during the. hectic 
cycle of ballots was there any 
real danger that the treaty would 
be improperly revised, deleted or 
supplemented. 

With ninety-four out ‘of ninety- 
six Senators present acd voting,
